WASHINGTON, Jan. 7 (AP) 
—Senator Lyndon B. Johnson

Gavin, chief of Army Re-

31. He said he wanted to be 
freer to “recommend, to apply 
creative thinking to national 
defense.”

NEW YORK, Jan. 7 (UP)— 
Scientists have designed a 600- 
foot-wide aluminum “ear” to 
eavsedrop on faint radio whis- 
perings from outer space, an 
engineering study made public 
by the New York Academy of 
Sciences discloses. 

The huge radio telescope 
would be 10 times bigger than 
the largest now in operation in 
this country. There is a 350- 
foot instrument in use in the 
Soviet Union. 

The disc would be so com- 
plex and expensive that actual 
construction is still far in the 
future, a spokesman for Asso- 
ciated Universities, Inc., for 
which the design was pre- 
pared, said yesterday. The re- 
flector could catch radio sig- 
nals from stars so distant that 
their light is invisible to the 
most powerful optical tele- 
scopes. 

A 60-foot radio telescope at 
Harvard University is the larg- 
est in the United States now. 
An 85-foot instrument is being 
built by Associated Universi- 
ties at Green Bank, W.Va. A 
similar device will be started 
by the University of Michigan 
in June. é

its armed forces. 

Knowland, the Senate Re- 
publican leader and a member 
of the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, voiced vigorous sup- 
port of President Eisenhower's 
expected rejection of Russia’s 
call for new East-West talks. 

Knowland said in an inter- 
view he believes any move 
toward signing a non-aggres- 
sion pact with Russia “would 
cause the people behind the 
Iron Curtain to feel that they 
had been completely sold out 
and abandoned.” 

“What the Soviets are try- 
ing to do is to get the free 
world to give its legal bless- 
ing to the enslavement of free 
nations behind the Iron Cur- 
tain,” Knowland said.

CASHED CHECK 
FOR CONTRACTOR

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Jan. 7— 
Testimony that Edward A. Ep- 
ping, executive assistant to for- 
mer Illinois State Auditor Or- 
ville E. Hodge, obtained cash 
for a state check made out to 
a springfield contractor at a 
chicago bank in January 1956, 
was given in circuit court here 
today. 

Edward A. Hintz, former 

resident’ of the Southmoor 

ank & Trust Co., testified 
Epping delivered the $11,416 
check to him at the bank. 
Hintz said he or his secretary 
typed an indorsement on the 
back of the check and that he 
then turned the money over to 
Epping, who placed it in a 
brief case he was carrying. 

The check was made out to 
Elmer J. Bretz who did not 
receive the money. Bretz had 
been given a contract for work 
on Hodge’s office. 

Embezziement Charge. 

Epping, who is serving a 
four-to-five year prison term 
for conspiring to steal more 
than $637,000 from the state, is 
being tried on an indictment 
charging him with forgery, 
operation of a confidence game 
and embezzlement before a 
jury of nine women and three 
men in Circuit Judge DeWitt 
Crow’s court. 

Hintz, still looking like a 
bank president after serving 
more than a year of a one-to- 
three year sentence in the 
Joliet -Stateville Penitentiary 
for his part in the thefts, 
answered all questions put to 
him by the state. 

Speaking in a firm, clear 
voice, Hintz said Hodge intro- 
duced him to Epping after ar- 
ranging for the cashing of state 
checks at the Chicago bank. 
Afterward, he said, he saw Ep- 
ping frequently. 

Tells of Indorsement. 

The indorsement on the back | 
of the check said, “For deposit | 
for credit of Elmer J. Bretz,”’ 
Hintz testified. Cashing of the 
check was recorded in a memo- 
randum account kept by Hintz. 

The witness said he also 
cashed $3537 in coupons for 
Epping, giving him a total of 
$14,953. Epping put all the 
money in a brief case, he said. 

The state’s case was directed

Ackerman. 

The first witness today was | 
George Benicky, who was em- | 
ployed in the auditor’s office 
as custodian of records when 
the bogus checks were issued. 
He testified about operations 
of the office and identified 
some of the phony checks. 

Questioning of Benicky was 
conducted by Robert B. 
Oxtoby, who is serving as a 
special assistant to Ackerman. 
About 50 spectators, including 
Mrs. Epping, watched the pro- 
ceedings in the third-floor 
courtroom of the old Sanga- 
mon county courthouse, which 
once was the state capitol. 

Ackerman Tells of Plans. 


In an opening statement yes- 
terday to the jury, State’s At- 
torney Ackerman said the state 
would introduce evidence to 
show that Epping, 39-year-old 
former Lebanon (IIl.) resident, 
had full knowledge of Hodge’s 
scheme to steal from the state 
by issuing bogus checks. 


Ackerman said Epping, who 
described himself as merely a 
“messenger boy” for Hodge, 
kept close track of the illegal 
operation in the former audi- 
tor’s office. Epping frequently 
asked Hintz for balances in a 
secret “brown envelope” ac- 
count kept by the Chicago 
banker for Hodge, Ackerman 
said. 

Forty-six indictments are 
pending against Epping, but 
the case on trial was expected 
to deal only with one, involv- 
ing the $11,416 check issued 
Jan. 25, 1956. 

Ackerman sald Hodge, serv- 
a 12-to-15-year-term for the 
thefts, would not be brought 
here for the trial unless the 
defense wanted to question 
him. 

Most of yesterday was spent 
in selecting the jury. Defense 
Attorney Robert H. Rice of 
East St. Louis, who was hired 
in a sudden switch of attor- 
neys by Epping last Novem- 
ber, questioned each prospec- 
tive juror in great detail. He 
sought to determine whether 
they understood the meaning 
of a defendant being found 
guilty “beyond a reasonable 
doubt.” 

Epping, neatly dressed in a 
dark blue suit with tastefully 
matching accessories, followed 
the proceedings intently. He 
frequently took notes and con- 
ferred with his lawyer before 
decisions were made to accept 
or challenge members of the 
panel. 

Seven of the nine women se- 
lected on the jury are house- 
wives. Another is employed as 
a bookkeeper and the other is 
a buyer for a department store. 
The male jurors are a drafts- 
man, a farm equipment com- 
pany employe and an employe 
of the Illinois Revenue De- 
partment.

PETRU GROZA 


ROMANIA PRESIDENT 
PETRU GROZA DIES 


LONDON, Jan. 7 (UP)—Dr. 
Petru Groza, the president of 
Communist Romania _ since 
1952, died in Bucharest today 
according to a Soviet Tass news 
agency report. 

He was 73 years old and had 
been reported suffering from 
cancer. 

He was born in 1884 in 
Bacia, Transylvania, into a 
family of wealthy landowners. 

He was the founder of a 
peasant party, 
War II he was arrested for his 
left-wing views and held in 
concentration camps. 

He escaped shortly before 
Russian troops occupied Bucha- 
rest. When the Russians 
marched in Groza took part in 
forming the new Romanian 
government which decided to 
continue the war on the Allied 
side. Later on he was the man 
who gave King Michael “no- 
tice to quit.” 

In March 1945, Groza be- 
came Premier, leading a gov- 
ernment of the Democratic 
Front, a coalition of left-wing 
groups and his own party 
which by then had more than 
1,000,000 members.

So far as the Communists 
were concerned, Groza was al- 
ways a figurehead, who served 
as one of their tools in elim- 
inating effective political op- 
position in Romania. He was 
never a Communist himself. 

Groza was premier until 
May 1952, when the Reds 
kicked him upstairs to the 
presidency. 

Real power in Romania is 
held by Gheorghe Gheorghiu- 
Dej, first secretary of the Ro- 
manian Workers (Communist) 
Party, who became premier 
when Groza moved up.

This is not, of course, the 
whole reason why the NSC 
was not “impressed with the 
impaet” of the CIA’s intelli- 
gence. The basis reason was 
that the men who dominated 
the NSC, like Secretary of the 
Treasury George Humphrey 
and Secretary of Defense 


Charles Wilson, did not want 
to be impressed. 

If they had been impressed, 
as honest men and patriots 
(which both men are) they 
could not possibly have de- 
fe -ded, to themselves or others, 
the policy of defense cutbacks 
which was central to the whole 
Administration program. And 
vet it is also true that the 
fact that the CIA is strictly 
limited to foreign intelligence 
made it far easier for men like 
Humphrey and Wilson to avoid 
being “impressed by the im- 
pact” of that intelligence. 

For, in the _ fantastically 
complex structure of the Amer- 
ican Government, there is no 
single body whose continuing, 
day-to-day function it is to 
examine obfectively where we 
really stand in the cold war 
and the arms race. Thus the 
CIA’s intelligence tends to be 
considered in a vacuum. 

‘Never Stronger.’ 

In the pre-Sputnik era, for 
example, leading Administra- 
tion spokesmen repeated over 


and over, like an incantation, 
that “we have never been 
stronger.’ In a literal sense, in 
the sense of total firepower 
available to the American 
armed forces, this was no 
doubt true. But in the only 
sense in which it had real 


meaning—in terms of the com- 
parative power of this country 
and the Soviet Union—it was 
absolutely untrue.

Many of them will be fight- 
ing for their very political skins. If they do not 
win back Congress this fall, then they will have 
been in the minority in both Senate and House 
for six of President Eiserihower’s eight years. 
That is a prospéct they naturally do not want 
to carry toward the presidential year of 1960. 


Made to order though this set of circum- ' 


stances may be for playing politics, it would 
‘be hard to conceive of a worse time for 
the parties to exploit issues and problems for 
selfish advantage. The stakes actually may be 
as great as at any time since Washington and his 
troops suffered through that bitter winter of 
hunger and .cold at Valley Forge. 

The role of both parties in Congress is to 
join.in: repairing the omissions, fixing up the 
holes, getting on with the work to be done for 
defense and security. Neither party has a per- 
fect record. Both deserve*fair shares of the 
criticism. 

Fortunately Senators Johnson of Texas and 
Knowland of California, majority and minority 
leaders respectively in the upper chamber, have 
taken positions above cheap partisanship. Speak- 
er Rayburn, too, has counseled Congress to lift 
its sights. 

Let us hope these men and their 500-plus col- 
leagues. hold firmly to this resolve. The prob- 


‘blems of providing defense and security, of 


education and science, of arms control and 
peace are hard enough in themselves. This is 
not the time to listen to little men whose inter- 


-ests are no larger than increasing the margin 


of their own re-election,

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80 Per Cent Is Worth Saving 


Eighty per cent of all the federal prisoners 
on parole are working out successfully. That 
is quite a respectable showing of success, and 
the United Statés Board of Parole vouches for 
its accuracy. Among women the average of suc- 
cessful parolees is even higher—85 per cent. 


When these offenders were in jail it cost on 
the average $1394 a year each to.care for them. 
Now it costs only $150 a year each, on the aver- 
age, to give them.parole supervision, and they 
are earning on the average $271 a month. 

So there aré sound economic values as well as 
sound humah values in parole. The failures of 
the system are dramatic and tend to overshadow 
the successes in the public mind. When proba- 
tion and parole are applied as they should be 
applied, they are indispensable tools of human 
reclamation. 


‘The Right to Travel 

Secretary Dulles and the State Department 
have one more chance to get themselves straight- 
ened out on passports revoked because of travel 
in Communist China before they find them- 
selves in federal court. The case of William 
Worthy, a staff member of the Baltimore Afro- 
American, is now. before the Board of Passport 
Appeals, an agency of the State Department. 
Mr.. Worthy has applied for renewal of his 
passport and up to how this has been denied. 

A brief filed by the American Civil Liberties 
Union in support of Mr. Worthy’s contention 
sets gut major reasons why the Dulles view 
cannot in the end stand: The right to travel is 
like the right of free speech, it cannot be re- 
stricted unless there is a clear and present dan- 
ger; travel-restrictions are characteristic of dic- 
tatorial regimes; not of democracies; a self-gov- 
erning people réquires accurate information on 
which to. make policy decisions. and this infor- 
mation comes in large part from free reporting 
of the world’s news; our international reputa- 
tion ig at stake. here as uncommitted nations 
weigh our conduet against our professions. 
~ Thé State Department’s contention is that it 
has the right to restrict passports, and hence 
the individual citizen’s travel, so long as its 
restrictions are. “reasonable.” It further con- 
tends that restricting travel to serve the ends 
of the Department’s foreign policy is “reason- 
able.” These arguments, infringing so deeply 
upon | ‘individual rights, certainly need to be 
subjected to a clear test in the courts if the 
Monee persists in them.

Withholding for the State 


. State Director. of Revenue Carpenter’s state- 
ment that Missouri ought to be able to get along 
without raising taxes or tapping new revenue 
sources is worth a close look. Indications are 
that the state may need $10,000,000 more than 


. it currently is collecting. How would Mr. Car- 


penter raise that kind of money? 
The answer is that he would attempt to col- 
_ ject every penny owing from existing levies— 
especially the state income tax. Collection of 
the income tax through payroll deduction would 
reduce evasions, of which there are plenty, 

Gov. Blair has been considering a recommen- 
dation for withholding as one of the items on 
his special session legislative agenda, and we 
hope he follows through on it. Evasions aside, 
withholding would make the ‘income tax easier 
for wage earners by placing them on the same 
pay-as-you-go basis as their federal tax. 

If Missouri. must. levy an income tax, the 
burden ought to be shared fairly and universal- 
ly, Withholding at the source is the only practi- 
cal method of. implementing that principle. The 
Governor will serve all those who are carrying 
theip proper share of this tax by requesting the 
'Pé¥islature to institute a payroll deduction plan.

Struggle in a

Spain’s embattled Ifni colony, a 
chip on the northwest shoulder. of 
Africa, has acquired an international 
significance that belies its small size 
and lack of resources. 


Roughly oblong in shape, Ifni covers 
an area of less than 750 square miles. 
It is surrounded on three sides by 
the big, newly independent kingdom 
of Morocco. On the fourth, the terri- 
tory looks toward Spain’s Canary Is- 
lands and the open Atlantic. 


Trouble has been reported brewing 
in Ifni for months, It exploded with 
the recent. uprisings within the state 
and fighting between Spanish forces 
and Moroccan nationalists along the 
border. 


Ifni’s link with Spain was forged 
before Columbus sailed for the New 
World, says the National Geographic 
Society. In 1476, Garcia Herrera, 
Lord of the Canary Islands, estab- 
lished a small post somewhere along 


this coast. It was called Santa Cruz 
de Mar Pequena, Holy Cross of the 
Small Sea. 


In 1860, a short Spanish-Moroccan

war led to the Treaty of Tetuan, re- 
asserting Spain's right to the old 
coastal strip. The matter came up 
again in 1912 as European powers 
competed for African prizes. Agree- 
ment between Spain and France then 
provided for colonial divisions that 
left Ifni a Spanish enclave within 
French-protected Morocco. : 
Strangely, however, Spain did not 
officially raise its flag over Ifni until 
1934, when occupation and develop- 
ment began in earnest. Since then 
many changes have come to the Lilli- 
putian colony. The sea-fronting cap- 
ital, Sidi Ifni, has grown from a tiny 
fishing village to a town of more than 


Considered as a whole, Ifni seems 
to offer a possessor little except a 
Strategic location near the Canaries 
and sea and air traffic lanes. About 
500 air miles from Spain, it is a gen- 
erally arid jumble of hills that rise 
from a coastal plain toward the Anti 
Atlas Mountains. Although valuable 
minerals have been discovered in sur- 
rounding countries, none has yet 
turned up in Ifni.

The Royal Air Force was formed 
as a separate and autonomous force 
exactly 30 years before the United 
States Air Force was created, and, 
even before Hitler made it plain to 
everyone, the British understood that 
a nation’s influence in international 
affairs is strengthened or weakened 
by the state of its air forces in-being. 
These two books, written by men who 
made great personal contributions to 
the build-up of the R.A.F. from the 
Munich crisis of 1938 to the final vic- 
tory in 1945, describe the tremendous 
task which confronted the outnum- 
bered British airmen and the valiant 
and skillful manner in which they 
accomplished it. 

Both are superbly thrilling accounts 
of the tensions of a type of air war 
which will probably never be fought 
again, as even now the R.A.F. Fighter 
Comniand is grad- 
ually being phased 
out in favor of 
electronic guided 
missiles for the ce- 
fense of that fa- 
mous island. It is 
a pity that neither 
book appeared un- 
til more than a 
decade had passed 
after the war’s end, 
for now they are 
likely to be read 
only by students in 
the _— professional 

C. R. Rawnsley. military schools. 

The author of “Wing Leader,” with 
his brilliant record of 38 German air- 
craft destroyed in the air by the 
guns ahd cannon of his Spitfire, was 
the top Allied fighter pilot in the 
EuropeanTheater of Operations. 

Both Rawnsley and Wright served 
in the R.A.F. as radar-observer nav- 
igators in Blenheims, Beaufighters, 
and later, Mosquitoes, but “Night 
Fighter” is actually the history of 
the famous night-fighter team com- 
posed of John Cunningham, one of 
the truly great pilots of World War 
II who is now chief test pilot for the 
De Havilland Aircraft Company, and 
his flying partner, “Jimmy” Rawnsley, 
who began flying with Cunningham 
in 1937 as an enlisted gunner and 
continued with him for seven years, 
later becoming a commissioned radar 
navigator. 

Aside from their account of the 
evolution of the night fighter, 
Rawnsley and Wright have included 
enough authentic Gremlin lore and 
rollicking R.A.F. slang as it was 
heard in the officers’ messes and 
English countryside pubs, to make 
their book a fascinating human docu- 
ment which will recall the times .of 
those tempestuous years for their suc- 
ceeding generations in the Air Age,

Pioneer in Education

Charles McIver (1860-1906) was a 

leader in the movement for the es-

He was 
eventually appointed to the pres- 
idency of the North Carolina Normal 
and Industrial College, which later 
became the Women’s College of the 

University of North Carolina. 
Biographies of such pioneers in the 

campaigns for improving the status 

of teachers and of women would have 
more impact if the campaigns — 
through no fault of theirs—had not 
turned out to be so nearly futile. This 
one is more interesting than the 
reader has any right to expect, con- 
geering the limitations imposed by 
the subject matter.

Fagen, a Negro living at 
4136 Maffitt avenue, received 
the award, a plague and an 
inscribed watch, at a ceremony 
in the office of Arthur B. 
Shepley Jr., president of the 
Crime Commission. Present 
were Chief of Police Jeremiah 
O’Connell; Supt. Raymond W. 
Hensley of the St. Louis Coun- 
ty Police; Calvin B. Howard, 
agent in charge of the St. Louis 
office of the Federal Bureau 
of Invesigation, and Kirkwood 
Police Chief Kenneth Peek, 
president of the St. Louis 
County Law Enforcement Of- 
ficers Association, 

A citation on the plaque 
stated that the award was given 
to Fagen “whose personal hero- 
ism and dedication to civic 
duty resulted in the solution 
of a series of crimes, and who 
is deserving of public grati- 
tude and recognition. “‘He was 
selected by an award commit- 
tee from a list of candidates 
for the honor. 

Guy Faulkner, a truck driver 
living in the 4200 block of Lee 
avenue, was chased by Fagen 
when he fled from the New 
Age Federal Savings & Loan 
| Association, 4271W Easton ave- 
| nue, last Oct. 28, following a 
holdup. Fagen, secretary-mana- 
ger of the loan firm, continued 
the pursuit through North St. 
Louis streets until he attracted 
| the attention of a motorcycle 
' policeman. Faulkner surren- 
dered and handed over $475 
loot and an automatic pistol. 


| Several days later Faulkner 
_ pleaded guilty to six charges of 
| robbing a federally insured de- 
| pository and was sentenced to 
| 25 years in prison by United 
| States District Judge Randolph 
| H. Weber. He admitted obtain- 

ing. $1320 in three holdups at 
| the New Age loan association 
| and $1886 in three other hold- 
| ups.

Como Show Just 
Hello, Goodby — 


NEW YORK, Jan. 7. 

PERRY COMO’S LAST SHOW of the old year was 
fairly typical of the whole year in television or, at least, 
of some of its most distressing tendencies. To start out 
with, Como is, as I guess everyone now knows, a. singer. 
I have nothing against 
singers and [ think Como 
is one of the best of the 
lot. But there are just 
too darned many singers 
and last year every 
blessed one of them, 
from Giselle MacKenzie 
to Pat Boone, fiom Rose- 
mary Clooney to Frank 
Sinatra, got his or her 


television . began to re- 
semble a vast jukebox. 

If 1957 was the year 
of the singers, it was also 
the year—in the immor- 
tal words of somebody 
er other — of the bland 
leading the bland. And, 
in regard to blandness, 
Como yields to no one. 
If there were a song 
“I Can Do Anything 
Blander Than You Can,” Como would be the logical man 
to sing it. Besides melody and blandness, his last show 
of 1957 had another aspect which deserves some scrutiny 
since we are going to see.a lot of it in 1958. 


JOHN CROSBY 


It’s what I call the parade school of television 
entertainment. Look Magazine, which has never 
been accused of shying away from publicity, 
somehow managed to get Como to devote most 
of the hour to presenting its annual television 
awards. This was mutually advantageous—Look 
got the publicity, Como got an impressive roster 
of names, including Jack Benny, Alfred Hitchcock, 
Mel Allen, Steve Allen, Mickey Rooney and. Ed- 
ward R. Murrow. 


The only person who got short-changed was the viewer. 
A parade like that is—well—a parade. The award winner 
comes on, says thanks, makes a wisecrack and leaves. 
On comes another award winner. It's not entertainment, 
and since the ntagazine was on the street with the winners, 
it’s not even a contest over who won. And, while we're 
saying what it’s not, it's not even a reward for the best 
in television. The Look awards go, invariably, not to 
the best in TV, but to the most famous, and to those 
who are most likely to give Look a plug on their shows. 
In my old-fashioned way I think awards should be an 
incentive to excellence, not simply a device to sell some- 
body’s magazine. 


AND, INCIDENTALLY, directly following the Como 
show came the Arthur Murray Party which was another 
parade. The particular gimmick here was a dance contest 
and this permitted a parade of—let’s see now—Paul 
Hartman, Gertrude Berg, Walter Slezak, Hedy Lamarr, 
Paul Winchell and Tallulah Bankhead. When you add 
that parade to the roster of: Como’'s, that is a lot of 
celebrities walking across that 21-inch screen. 


And it leads to an awful lot of what I think 

of as “hello” dialogue. The “hello” gambit is a 

sort of game in which you say hello, work in 

the name of the guy’s upcoming picture ahd 

make a joke. If you can do all that in “ote 

sentence, you have a perfect score. In the case 

of the Murray Party, the Bil and Cora Baird 

» puppets were used to make the jokes and say 

hello and the whole thing got sickeningly cute 

and coy. (Miss Bankhead won the dance contest 

and I must admit she was clearly the class of 

the field. That girl plays to win even on such 
foolish contests as a Murray dance contest. 


. And, while we're on the subject of hello dialogue, 
it’s only logical to call attention to the alarming extension 
and development during the year of goodby dialogue. 
Nowhere is goodby dialogue carried to such extremes as 
on the Perry Como show. The old champion at stretching 
the goodby bit to the outermost limits was Jimmy Durante 

~ but in the last year Como clearly passed him. For awhile 

= there, it seemed as if they started to wrap up that show 

. with half an hour to go. 


THE STAGEHANDS would start striking the scenery. 
The chorus girls would start drifting out. Como would 
. say goodby to all the guests, call his wife, sing a farewell 
~song and—well, I've never seen anyone linger on the 
= threshold like that since my Aunt Phoebe who was an 
= expert in that department. 
« This year, the ultimate aim—the perfect show—will 
= be a program in which Perry Como spend the first half 
hour greeting 22 guest stars, each of whom is star of 
his own TV show, and the last half hour saying goodby 
to them.

The chances are 
that any invention you might 
think of has already been pat- 
ented. 


But don't let that hold you 
back. Americans may have 
come up with 2,750,000 pat- 
entable items since the open- 
ing of the Patent Office, but 
the sky’s the limit and your 
imagination is all the rocket- 
ing power you need. 


If you look hard you'll find 
50 things around the kitchen 
alone that can stand improving. 
Invention is not a matter of 
sheer inspiration (though it 
may come in a burst of in- 
sight)—it’s merely a matter of 
being dissatisfied with the way 
things are and doing something 
about it. 


Take Otto Vorgan of New 
York City, for example. He 
had trouble getting enough 
light to read by so he invented 
a headlight attachment for his 
eyeglass frames. 


Tired of looking for matches 
and fiddling with faulty cig- 
arette lighters, Alfred E. Grif- 
fiths invented a self lighting 
cigarette. And for parents who 
have trouble getting their chil- 
dren to take pills, Allen G. 
Brackbill, of Paradise, Pa. 
(even people in Paradise are 
discontented) invented a “‘pill- 
pusher” that administers tab- 
let and capsules without touch- 
ing the tongue. 

About two dozen times a year 
I give a talk which is entitled 
“Patents, Inventors and Screw- 
balls” to business groups 
around the country. I’ve been 
accused of being disrespectful 
to our nation’s creative genius- 
es, but I’m not. 


When you really think about 
it, it takes a screwball approach 
to a pr~blem to solve it—or at 
least to come up with an orig- 
inal solution. Conformist§ nev- 
er work out original solutions, 
it’s the eccentrics who do. 


Who would have thought, 
for example, that man would 


. fly on wings that were rigid? 


Everybody knows that. birds 
flap their wings to fly. The 
airplanes built with flapping 
wings. didn’t work too well. 
Who would have thought that 
& man who stood all day on a 
rubber mat to insulate himself 
from the electrical equipment 
he was testing, would one day 
nail a piece of the mat to his 
shoe and invent the rubber 
heel? And write with a rolling 
steel ball? Ridiculous, but we 
do, with the ballpoint pen. The 
woman who didn’t want to get 
her hat wet on rainy days’ in- 


vented a gadget which she’ 


could use from inside her car. 
She called it the windshield 
wiper. 


THE MAN who invented the 
safety razor was an alcoholic. 
His hands shook so badly after 
an all night battle with the 
bottle that it was dangerous 


‘for him to use the straight 


edge razor. Two men inter- 
ested in the problems of the 
deaf, one deaf himself, and 
the other who ‘had a mother 
who was hard of hearing, in- 
vented gadgets’ involving the 
use of sound waves. They 
were Thomas Edison, inventor 
of the phonograph, and Alex- 
ander Graham Bell, inventor 
of the telephone. 

The libraries, the. art gal- 
leries, the museums, and the 
United States Patent Office 
are full of examples of the 
constructive manner in which 
noncomformists have worked 
out their discontent. 

As a matter offact, if you’re 
the too content type your 
reaction to this article is: 
“That's a lot of bunk!” But 
if you’re the discontented cre- 
ative type yourwon’'t bother to 
finish it for a different reason, 
You've already headed for the 
basement workshop. 

Unquestionably the American 
people are the most inventive 
in the history of mankind. We 
may not have lobbed a sputnik 
into orbit around the earth, 
but it’s probably because we 
have been too busy inventing 
gadgets to make life easier, 
more fun, or more interesting 


in the kitchen, in the basement, 
in the living room, in the play- 
room or out on the highway. 

Does this mean that Ameri- 
cans are also the most discon- 
tented race of people of ‘all 
time? It probably does. If 
you’re going to have a nation 
where the individual is of top 
importance and competition is 
one of the goals of life, then 
you're going to have to be sat- 
isfied with the discontent that 
accompanies the struggle. 

BUT YOU DON’T.have to be 
unhappy just for the sake of 
being miserable. Do it for 
money. If you can transform 
that discontent into a new 
gadget or device you might 
make a million dollars. Then 
all you'll have to worry about 
is banks and taxes. You'll 
probably invent something else 
then. 

Don’t think you have to be 
a “brain” to be an inventor. 
Studies show that education 
does not better your chances 
of coming up with an original 
(and patentable) approach to 
a problem. Educated people, 
so-called “intellectuals,” are in- 
clined to think of stereotyped 
approaches to solving the enig- 
mas of living. Employes are 
usually more creative than 
business and management lead- 
ers. The secretary can come up 
with innovationary approaches 


twice as fast as her boss, be- 


cause she is closer to the 
hateful part of the problem. 


The answer for the intel- 
lectual—who usually turns to 
a book or play or a symphonic 
recording to work off any dis- 
content he may have, is to 
consider the “screwball” ap- 
proaches that he usually re- 
jects from his mind. When con- 
ventional approaches fail, ec- 
centric ones may provide suc- 
cessful solutions. 


The fountain pen provides 
a good example, in this con- 
nection. Learned men for cen- 
turies had dipped pointed 
feathers and steel pen points 
into inkwells for the writing of 
their letters, essays and scien- 
tific documents. But it took 
an insurance salesman, Water- 
man, who was tired of losing 
Sales because of scratchy pens, 
to solve the problem.

He’d 
also like to have a device which 
will convert an infra-red image 
(heat rays) into a visible count- 
erpart at long distances. (In 
other words “to see” an object 
by the heat it gives off rather 
than by reflected light rays.)

BACK IN NEW YORK from 
Warm Springs, Ga., I found 
on my desk two appeals from 
widely different areas of the 
country, but each of them con- 
cerned with the lives of people. 

One will seem to many to 
be of a very localized interest, 
since it concerns the Eastside 
Settlement House in Los An- 
geles, Calif. 

In that great city live people 
of many different origins and 
backgrounds. This particular 
group organized in 1919 a 
mother’s club, which grew into 
an organization for operating 
a shelter for girls and women. 
Then, in 1942, it was 4ncorpo- 
rated as the Eastside Settle- 
ment House. 

This settlement house was 
operated entirely by Negro 
women, many of them work- 
ing women, and they say 
their objective is “building 
character and good citizen- 
ship habits and attitudes 
among young people.” 

THE BUILDING in which 
they have operated has grown 
shabby over the years and they 
want to build a new one, This 
will eost $100,000, ane they 
will need $25,000 more for ad- 
ditionat land.

“From 
the very beginning she was 
afraid the non-vulnerable op- 
ponents would sacrifice in 
spades at a small cost, so she 
reached the slam as slowly as 
possible and apparently re- 
luctantly. East fell for it hook, 
line and sinker. Six hearts 
was made, doubled, and six 
spades would have been set 
only one trick.” 

In the play at six hearts, 
doubled, West opened the king 
of spades and Malowan ruffed 
in dummy, led a diamond to 
the ace and continued a dia- 
mond, losing to the West's 
ten. He ruffed the spade re- 
turn in dummy, led a heart to 
his king and ruffed a small 
diamond with North’s ace of 
hearts, dropping the queen and 
king of diamonds. 

Declarer then overtook the 
ten of hearts with the queen, 
drew West's last trump with 
the jack and claimed the rest 
of the tricks, for his diamond 
suit was now established. He 
made six hearts, doubled, los- 
ing only a diamond trick. 

Six spades is a fine sacrifice 
for East-West. They will go 
down but one trick, losing to 
the diamond and club aces.
